The Strange Vargas Case

edge of the plot beforehand 


The m a jo r’s death aroused great 
feeling among his fellow 
officers 
and elsewhere 
in the 
Brazilian 
arm ed fo rc e s 
Normally the mili­ 
tary could have neon relied upon 
as a stabilizing factor in a touchy 
situation, but its direct involvement 
altered the m atter.
